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=, Pu) this Dur Royal Pꝛoclamation; And We do hereby omile and 
WY! Z MK Declare, That all ſuch able Seamen as hav: already Entred chemfelves 
N SES Uoluntarily on Board anp of Dur Ships of War of the Firik, Second, oz 
RAS Third Rates, ſince the Firſt dxp of December läft, hall Kective Sir TOMS 
ap as Dur Free Gift and Bopal Bounty, which ſhall be paid them bekoze 
the reſpective Ships to which they belong ſhall Sail from the Buoy of the Nore. Pꝛobided that the 
ſaid Scamen do within Twelve days after the Date of this Our Pꝛoclamation, Repair 011 Board 
the reſpective Ships on which they have ſo Entred themſelves, and gibe their conitant Attend⸗ 
ance foꝛ Fitting out to Sea ſuch Ship as each of them ſhall belong unto, notwithſtanding any 
Leave which may have been given from theirCommanders foz being abſent(otherwiſe they are not 
to expect to receive Wages Arrear from the time of their Firſt Entry;) Nevertheleſs, if they (hall 
fo Kepair on Board within Twenty days after the Date hereof, they ſhall receive as of Pur 
Gift and Bounty, Dir WrXks Pap; And if they ſhall ſo Repair on Board befoze the Twentieth 
of February next, they (Hall receive as of Pur Gift and Wounty, One Months Pap. And Wie 
da further P2omiſe and Declare, That all ſuch able Scamen as ſhall Ugluntarily Enter 
themſelves on Board any of Pur Ships of the Firſt, Second and Thurd Rates within Twen⸗ 
ty days after the Date Hereof, ſhall like wiſe receive, as of Pur Fre Gift, and Royal Bounty, 
Dix Weeks Pap; And ſuch as ſhall (o Enter themſelves bekoze the Twentieth day of February 
next, ſhall receive One Months Pap, to be paid as afozeſaid, befoze the Ships to Which they 
belong ſhall Sail from the Buoy of che Nore. And THe are alſo Gzaciouſly picaſed to Declare, 
That Conduct L£Youey, acco2ding to the Pꝛactice of the Mabp, ſhall like wile be Allowed to ſuch 
able Seamen as ſhall Uoluntari!y Enter themſelves on Board any of Pur ſaid Ships, accozd- 
ing to the true meaning of this Pur Pꝛoclamation. And foz the Pꝛebention of any Deceits and 
Abuſes that may happen by any Yerſon oz Perſons leaving the Ships to which they belong, and 
Entring him oꝛ themſelves on Board any other of Our ſaid Ships, as afozeſaid, in oꝛzder to the 
obtaining of the Bounty Money herein befoze Gzanted, Ute do hereby likewiſe Direct, Declare 
and Command, That ſuch Seamen belonging to any of Our Ships oz Ueſlels whatſoever, as 
hall leave any the Ships oꝛ Ueſſels to Which they belong, and Enter themſelves on Woard any 
other of Dur Ships in o2der to the obtaining of the ſaid Bounty Money, ſhall not only loſe the 
Tages due to them in the Ship which they (hall ſo leave, but ſhall allo be ſeverely puniſhed ac⸗ 
coz ding to their Demerits.
